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hile herbs and leeches aren't in much 
demand these days you can still get them 


at Lascoff's Apothecary in New York —an old 
world drug store that cafries an astonishing 
range of drugs and herbs both old and new. 


Odd requests pour in from all over the world. 


A big game hunter once called for a pound of 
catnip oil "to help catch lions and tigers." Artist 
Salvador Dali wanted several live leeches as 
models for a painting. One woman wound up a 
long search for rice powder there, as have lovers 
of camomile and peppermint tea. 


Dr. Frederick D. Lascoff current owner and 


son of the founder also maintains what is prob- 
ably the most extensive private collection of old 


and new pharmacopoeia in existence—over a 
thousand volumes in 12 languages. Many of 
the books are hundreds of years old. Dr. Lascoff 
frequently refers to them when asked to identify 
the contents of some ancient potion. 


Additonally, he also maintains a museum of 


pharmaceutical memorabilia started by his 
father, including such oddities as an ancient 
tooth puller, pocket microscope, a large collec- 
tion of mortars and pestles, weights and meas- 
ures, patent medicines, emetic mugs and pill 
making machines. 


Amid all this old world atmosphere, though, 


is a modern pharmacy where customers find 
everything from leeches to antibiotics. 


On view at the museum, top to bottom at left, an old tooth extractor, 
a poison bottle and two emetic cups which utilized ceramic frogs or 
lizards to induce vomiting in unsuspecting patients who drank from 
them. At right is an ancient mortar and pestle made of carved brass.

lates. Liaison between govern- 
ment and business has become 
an everyday affair as Ihe ad- 
ministration seeks cooperation 
on prices, balance of payments

availability 
of 
strategic- 


supplies. 


Big orders for airplanes and 


helicopters are keeping the air- 
craft plants humming. Apparel 
manufacturers 
are having 
a 


hard time meeting government 
needs for uniforms. Airlines are 
struggling to haul vast wuanti 
ties of materials and men to the 
war zone. 


The 
military demands 
are 


corning on top of a booming ci- 
vilian economy that has pushed 
factories to capacity or near 
capacity production. Apprehen- 
sion about inflation is rising. 


All forecasts of stock market 


and 
economic 
activity 
are 


hedged by the uncertainty of the 
Viet Nam situation. 


The sensitive stock 
market 


has been jolted by talk of war 
and talk of peace. Recently a 
report of a peace feeler by 
North Viet Nam sent it into a 
brief tailspin. 


Commenting on the market's 


reaction. Eldon A. Grimm, a 
senior partner in the big broker- 
age firm. Walston & Co., said: 
"We are in a financial foxhole 
-- a semiwartime market."
